Coboirv who had a predispo¬ 
sition toward suicide (with perhaps one 
attempt already under his bek-ihe overdose 
on ftohypnol ip Rome on March 4.19941, was 
discovered with a Remington H-ll 20-gauge 
shotgun resting on Ns chest and blood exudme 
from his ear A single charge had entered 
through ihe roof of Ns mouth and lodged V\ 
he head A IrisspH note lay neorty. A nearer 
example of suicide would be hard id find. It 


he knew and didn't know about the Kurt case.

He attributes their reluctance to investigate 
further to both human nature and manipula¬ 
tion on Lore's part. The tnfasirg-persorR report 
phoned in by lore (forwhich she darned to 
be Cobam's mother. Wendy Otorwor I was 
ambiguously worded to suggest that Cobain 
had purchased the shotgun a/mhe fled the 
rehab center (althougha receipt found an the 
scene confirms that he bought the shotgun 
before he left Seattle for Marina del Rey). And 
she continually stressed to rhe poftce, the public 
and aroone eHe who would listen that her hus¬ 
band was suicidal. 

Grant's concern about the 'copycat' suicides 
committed by misinformed Nirvana fans 
spurred him to go public with hs daims on 
December 11.1994. In aft interview on the 
“The Gil Gross Show.' wfikh is indicated to 
17 5. stations by CBS Radio. Lore's lanyen 
Warned of Grant’s scheduled appearance when 


Gross promoted the interview on the show a 

fsw days before tt look place. They cJed and 
warned us thsr we better wt do iL'says the 
shenvi producer. Greg Coder*! They made 
dear there would be legal action Gil sad. Go 
ahead, were doing it anyway." 

Except for requesting a rape of the show. 
Gross never heard back from Camp Courtney. 
Her lawyers however, (fid succeed in gaming a 
public apology from The Tom Leyte Shore* 4 
rad» program syndicated by Westwood On* . 



Entertainment to 116 stations. after they ran 
an interview with Grant on January 5. J995. 

Lure's attorneys aho filed a complaint 
wjtb the California Department cf Consumer 
' Affairs In an attempt to revoke Grant's inves¬ 
tigator's license. Grant recently applied far 
and received a renewal of it.

Allegations that Kurt Cobain was 
murdered have been exhumed 
again. 

Monday, Montreal radio station 
CHOM-FM broadcast the first of a 
four-part “world exclusive" based 
on a forthcoming book by two Mon¬ 
treal journalists, Ian Halperin and 
Max Wallace. Culling information 
from 200 interviews in Seattle and 
Los Aage les over the last 16 mouths, 
Halperin claims bis book will give 
“a very good idea of who (killed 
Cobain)," and that his widow, Court¬ 
ney Love, may have been involved 

The most inflammatory sources 
include Tom Grant, the private 
investigator originally hired by 
Love to find the missing Cobain in 
the days immediately preceding his 
death; Seattle coroner Dr. Nikolas 
Hartshgrae; Dylan Carlson, 
Cobain's best friend; and a man 
named n Duce, who claims Love 
offered him $50,000 UK to murder 
Cobain just days before he was 
found dead of what was ruled a self- 
inflicted shotgun wound- Cobain 
died on April 5,1994, and was found 
on April 8. 

Halperin and Wallace have com¬ 
pleted the book and say they haOe a 
U.S. publisher for it, whose name 
Halperin would not reveal yester¬ 
day. Wallace is In Los Angeles, 
where he is conducting an Interview 
with tabloid-news show Hard Copy 
to be broadcast tomorrow on NBC. 

Halperin claims sources In the 
Seattle police department have 
indicated they will reopen the case 
and file murder-conspiracy charges 
against someone within a week.

As you are aware the suicide of Kurt Cobam has once again become a media issue. 
Allegations by a California private investigator, Tom Grant,have rekindled the concerns 
of Courtney Love over the preservation/security of the crime scene photos. Grant is 
allcdging Courtney was responsible for her husbands death and we covered up the 
murder. Because of the rekindled media interest in her husbands suicide Courtney Love 
has gone to her attorney with concerns over the release of any of the crime scene photos. 
Courtneys attorney, Seth Lichtenstein called and asked if the photos could be destroyed 
to prevent any mistaken release. 

I have advised Mr. Lichtenstein the 35 ram film had not been developed nor would it 
unless it became necessary ^ The polaroids are in evidence under lock and key and only 
three people are authorized to remove them from evidence. 1 am not sure Mr. Lichtenstein 
is satisfied with this but 1 explained with Grant still running amuck we would look 
foolish and certainly unprofessional if we destroyed the only photographs of the crime 
scene.Mr. Lichtenstein may go higher on the chain of command so I thought I had better 
let you know.

I have declined the case for the following reasons: 


There is insufficient evidence of a crime to file this case. 

I need additional investigation of information (see comments below). 

While there is sufficient evidence of a crime, the facts of this case do not 
justify filing criminal charges. 

Other reasons (see comments below). 


Comments: 

After reviewing this case with Ted Inkley, Director of the Criminal Division, we 
have decided not to file charges. In order to prove an assault, the City must prove that 
the defendant intentionally assaulted the victim causing bodily injury. We must also 
prove the absence of self defense. We are unable to prove these elements for several 
reasons. 

First, the victim, Ms. Cobain, will testify that nothing happened, contrary to the 
police report. Additionally, the 911 tape is probably not admissible because it neither 
describes an assault nor do her hearsay statements fall under an exception to the hearsay 
rule. Most notably, her statements do not fall under the excited utterance exception

because her speech gives no indication that she was under the stress of a startling event 
such as an assault. She is not crying on the tape, nor is she yelling or speaking quickly. 
Also, she explained her injury to the officers on the scene as being self-inflicted. Thus, 
Ms. Cobain’s testimony, her statements to the police and her statements to the 911 
operator would not assist in proving an assault. 

Second, the independent witness did not see the beginning of the altercation 
because it occurred in the kitchen. She only saw the end of the scuffle when it moved 
into the hallway. This, in conjunction with Ms. Cobain’s testimony, makes it unlikely 
that we can disprove a self-defense claim. 

Thus, we are unable to prove that an assault causing bodily injury occurred and 
that there was an absence of self defense. As such, the City declines to file charges.

The Washington State Crime Laboratory Firearms Examiners 
will not examine or test fire any firearm previously processed 
for fingerprints with Rhodamine 6G. Rhodamine 6G is a 
chemical used in conjunction with the super glue or alternate 
light source process by fingerprint technicians. 

Rhodamine- 6G is a carcinogenic and the firearms examiners 
will not handle any weapons processed with Rhodamine 6G 
unless the weapon has been thoroughly cleaned. Unfortunately, 
the cleaning process is so severe it could alter the weapons 
characteristics and/or cause the examiner other problems 
which would render him unable to give an exact test result. 

If you are going to process a weapon for fingerprints 
and then forward the weapon to the Washington State Crime 
Laboratory for firearms examination, advise the ID Unit 
and they will use chemicals in their process acceptable 
to the Washington State Crime Laboratory.

10/11/95 0700; Received information from Sergeant Cameron that Richard Lee has written 
a letter to the Washington State Patrol Crime Lab requesting copies of the two suicide 
notes written by Cobain that we had compared. Lieutenant Gerdes says that the WSP 
policy is to release information requested of them. 

10/11/95 0730; To the Cobain residence. The security guard says that Courtney Love is in 
Hawaii and that he doesn’t have a phone number for her. He says someone usually calls 
him every day and that he will have Courtney call me. 

10/11/95 0900; Phone call to Allen Draher at 386 58BD. Draher wasn’t in. Left a message 
for him to call me. 

10/11/95 1100; Phone call from Draher. He says he no longer represents the Cobain family 
but that he will find out who does and have them cal) me. 

10/11/95 1130; Phone call from Seth Lichtenstein (310 271 0241} of the Codikow & Carrol 
law firm at 9113 Sunset Blvd Los Angeles, CA 90069. He now represents the Cobain 
estate. Advised him of the Richard Lee demands . He says he will handle the problem and 
requested that l FAX him a copy of the Richard Lee letter to 310 271 0775. 

10/11/95 1145; FAX’d copy of Lee fetter to Lichtenstein. 
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(Con’t) their opinion but probably would not be able to say that they are 
positive. Grant will identify the experts if necessary. It should be noted that 
the experts arc comparing FAX'd photo copies. Grant will FAX us a copy of the 
writings that the experts are comparing. 

4/25/94 1010; Dets Kirkland and Yoshida to 600 1st Ave #324 to interview Ernest 
Barth, Private Investigator (467 7025). Barth said he was contacted on 4/4/94 by 
Tom Grant and that Grant requested that he set up surveillance at the 11th & E 
Denny location. He said ho was told that ’’Katlyn" lived at 11th & E Denny and 
that she ran a "dope house". He was told that he was to watch for Cobain and was 
given a limited description. Be was not told that Cobain was suicidal but was 
told that they were looking for him for business reasons. Tie said he was told 
that Cobain had a house on Lk Hash Blvd and another in Carnation. He said they 
surveilled the 11th & Denny location on 4/4/94 from 1830 until 0730 on 4/5/94. He 
said they took "fluff" shots every hour on the hour to prove they were on the 
surveillance. He said they surveilled the 11th & Denny house and the Lk Wash Blve 
house until 4/7/94 at 1330 when Ben Klugpian called and cancelled the surveillance. 
He said he was very upset then he found out that Crant came to Seattle and went 
into the house with Dylan without telling him. He said the whole deal was "rush 
rush" and that he operated with very limited information. Ho said he would have 
no further business dealings with Grant. 

5/06/94 0800; Received report from the Wohington State Patrol Crime Lab (Janis 
J. Parker) confirming that the suicide note found at the scene was written by 
Cobain. 

5/06/94 0810; Submitted paper work to the SPD ID Unit requesting that the 
shotgun located at the scene be processed for latent prints. 

5/06/94 0815; Submitted paper work to the Washington State l’atrol Crime Tab 
requesting that the firing pin of the shotgun recovered at the scene be compared 
with the spent shotgun shell recovered at the scene. 

5/24/94 0900; Received a report from the Washington State Patrol Crime Lab dated 
5/18/94 confirming that the empty shotgun shell recovered at the scent was fired 
from the Remington shotgun recovered at the scene. 

6/17/94 1230; ' Dets Kirkland and Lima to 171 Lk Wash Blvd F. Returned the 
suicide note recovered at the scene and the suicide note from Rome to Courtney 
Love Cobain. Obtained a signed receipt. 
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4-19-94 1400: P/C to Courtney Cobain. Advised tier that the guns could be released 
and asked her if she wanted to pick them up or have them turned over to their 
attorney, Allen Draher. She advised that she would like Draher to pick them up, 
turn them over to KJR0 televison, who in turn would turn them over to Mothers 
Against Violence, and they would turn them back over to the police. She advised 
that KIRO was planning on doing a story and that she had already done some of the 
voice portions of the segment. She was advised that the guns would he turned 
over to Allen Draher per her request and that how he chose to handle the release 
would be up to them. She was also advised that it was not a good idea to give 
her phone number out to e'ab companies ect, as the very thing she is trying to guarc

He rec- 
ived a call from Cobain. Cobain told him that he would be arriving in Seattle at 
approx 0047 hrs on 4/2/94 and wanted to be picked up. Morgan notified Linda Walker 
and dispatched her tp pick Cobain up. Linda Walker lives at 5019 112th NE Kirkland 
and her phone # is 828 0589. Seattle Limousine is located at 5714 7th S. Asked 
him to have Linda Walker call me. 

4-15-94 1030: Allen Draher, Cobain's attorney into the office. $120, Cobain's 


wallet, cigarettes, lighter, dark glasses, olive drab muffed hat, two towels, and 
brown jacket. 

4/15/94 1135 ; Phone call from Linda Walker 5019 112th ME Kirkland, WA 828 0589, 


She said she was at home during the evening on 4/1/94 and that she received a call 
from her employer, Steye Morgan. He asked her to come to work to pick up a client. 
She said she was directed to pick up Kurt Cobain at Delta Airlines Fit 788 which 
was to arrive at 0047 hrs on 4/2. She said she drove their blk Merc Marquis to the 
airport because Cobain didn l t like the limousines. She said the flight was about 
10 minutes late and that Cobain was talking to some people when he got off of the 
airplane. He alone got into the car with her. She drove him to his residence at 
171 Lk Wash Blyd E. He told her that she could drop him at the curb because the 
driveway was dark. She said she dropped him off at approx 0130 hrs on 4/2 and he 
walked up the driveway. She said she had driven Cobain home one other time. She 
identified herself as a W/F 11/28/44. 

4/15/94 1137 ; Phone call from Jacquelyn Farry W/F 5/6/65 160 E 3rd St *4H 


NY, NY 10009 212 353 3995. She is employed.as a "nanny" by the Cobain family. 
She said, she last saw Kurt Cobain on Friday, 4/1 between 1100 and 1300 hrs. She 
took the baby to visited Cobain with the baby at the Exodus rehab center where 


Cobain was a patient. SJhe said Cobain was i n room 3206. 
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4-14-94 1220 cont'd states that a cab did go to 171 on 4*7-94 at approximately 
1600 hrs. He says that they saved the log because a reporter had called earlier 
in the week and wanted the information but they would not give it to her. The cab 
was #4 and it is driven by Buck McGee. The clerk will have McGee call Detective. 
4-14-94 1458: Received return phone call from Mike McGee, 638 NW 48th St,, 789- 
L646. He states that he went to 171 Lake Washington Blvd E. on 4-7-94 at about 
1600 hrs. He picked up a white male in his 20' s, 5'8-9", med to thin build, some 
facial hair, and dark hair. The man was wearing shorts and was carrying a bag, 
like a small briefcase. McGee says that his passenger seemed very relaxed and not 
really concerned about anything. He says he has been to the house several times 
(5-6) and seemed toirecall that he dropped these passengers off in the area of 
the westsdie of Capital Hill. McGee stated he would do some checking to try and 
figure out where he dropped the passenger from the 7th off. 

4-15-94 0920: Received a return phone call from Mike McGee. He says that he 
remembers taking the fare from the 4-7-94 to the airport. 

4/15/94 1000 ; Phone call to Jeff Mason. He says he is the Road Production Manager 
for Nirvana. He says he had no knowledge of.this incident until 4/8 when he hoard 
about Cobain's death on the radio. He says that everybody involved with Nirvana 
was in Las Angeles except for himself, Mr Johnson(accountant) and Mr Drayer, their 
attorney. He said that most of their transportation needs were met by either 
Seattle Limousine (762 3339) or Carey Limousine (762 3527). He says Courtney Love's 
attorney is Rosa Marie Carol at 310 271 0241. 

4/15/94 1010 ; Phone call to Carey Limousine at 762 3517. Spoke to Sharon. They 

did not supply transportation for Cobain on 4/1. 

4/15/94 1015 ; Phone call to Seattle Limousine at 762 3339. Spoke to«Steve Morgar. 
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4-15-94 2000: Received a phone call from Sgt. Cameron that a meeting had been set 
up with Courtney Cobain (Love) for 4-18-94 at 1400. 

4-18-94 1030: P/C to Barth Investigations, 467-7025. A message was left for Ernie 
Barth to contact Detectives. 

4-18-94 1045: P/C to Allen Draher, 386-5880. This was to check on the writing 
sample that Draher was supposed to obtain. 

Detectives Kirkland and Yoshida to 171 Lake Washington BLVD. E. 

Met wmHJourtney Cobain. Courtney says that she know* that her husbands death is 
a suicide but she wants to know what his activities were in the days prior to his 
death. She states that Michael DeWitt, ''Cali", told her that he last saw Kurt on 
4-2-94 in the'imorning. DeWitt is also the person who left a letter on the stairs 
telling Kurt to take care of business because he had a wife and child. She says 
a psychiatrist told her that if she left the state and went to a place where Kurt 
could get treatment, he would follow. On the 28th of April Courtney says she went 
to Los Angeles and on the 30th of April, Kurt arrived. This is when Kurt checked 

t 

himself into the treatment center. After she was told that Kurt had checked out 

she hired private investigators to try and locate him. She says that on Thursday 

she was arrested by Beverly Mills PD and then the next day she learned of Kurt's 

death. Courtney was told of the need for a handwriting sample from Kurt. She 

turned over a 3 small pages of note paper which contained the sudcide note that 

Kurt had written in Rome. The heading on the note paper read the Excelsior Hotel 

Rome.

He went to a ticket outlet and purchased a 
ticket on Delta Airlines flight #788 from LAS to Seattle for $478.00, This 
transaction took place 2007 hrs and the purchase was made with SeaFirst charge 
card. Sometime after 2007 hrs, Courtney Love found out that Cobain had walked 
away from the treatment center and cancelled the SoaFirst card. Someone tried to 
make a $150.00 draw cash draw at 2043 hrs but the stop had already been put on the 
card. Klugpan says hes been speaking to Steve Sparks at SeaFirst Security (509 
353 1 549) but that Sparks was unable to supply any further information because 
they are having problems with their computers.

They were 
in a three-way conversation with her attorney. Love told him that their driver, 
Linda, picked Cobain up at SeaTac on 4/1/94. He asked about reports in Seattle 
papers concerning the last people that had seen Cobain and I told liim that we had 
not given that information to the press. 

4-14-94 1115: Detectives Yoshida and Kirkland to 171 Lake Washington Blvd E. Met 
with Cobain'5 mother, Wendy O'Connor, and Eric. Detectives asked to speak with 
Jackie Parry, the nanny; Mike OeWitt, and the limo driver, Linda. Detectives were 
informed that Mike DeWitt was in Arizona, Jackie would return shortly, and were 
told to t'ontact Jeff Mason. Mason is the busdness manager for Nirvana, 780-0312. 

Also 
spoke with O'Connor and Eric about a sample of the victim's writing. They spoke 
with the victim's attorney, Draher, and he states that he has a sample of Cobain's 
writing and will give it to Detectives.

'd the residence. Gary Smith was contracted by Charles Pelly of 
Dictograph Security Systems to do electrical work on the security 
system for the residence.

9. On 04/08/94 at about 0840 hr arrived at 171 Lk. WA. Blvd. E. to perform 


some electrical work. walked onto the west facing deck of the,garage, and 


observed the victim through the window panes in the french door. The victim was 
lading on the floor, with a shotgun across his body, and a visible head wound. 
C/<called 911, and a dual response of SFD And SPD was dispatched. 

On arrival, Levandowski observed the victim laying on the floor, unmoving. 

The french doors were locked. SFD Engine #34 responded, and made entry by breaking 
one of the glass panes in the french door. No life saving measures were attempted 
by SFD. The scene was secured, and 1G* Sgt. Getchman et,nd 241, Lt. Zimnisky 
responded to the scene. Photographs were taken of the scene by Levandowski, Fewel 
and Sgt, Getchman. The scene was maintained until released to Homicide Detectives.
